Mess Over Lobbying Due 
To Disinterest Of Solons 


Current mess in Sacramento over cred en ­ 
tials for lobbyists is only a symptom of 
legislative disinterest in lobbving controls. 


This is the situation as it developed. A 
list of lobbyists was submitted to the Assem­ 
bly Lobbving Committee for screening and 
issuance of lobbying credentials required by 
law be I ore an individual can advocate or 
oppose legislation professionally in state 


buildings. 
T he committee, headed by (diaries 
• 
Movers t)f San Francisco, approved the 11- 
page list of lobbyist applicants. 1 hey ap- 
proved ca< h of those listed as bring of "good 


moral charac ter/* 
Then it was pointed out that the first 
name on the list was that of Ray Adams of 
I.os 
\ngeles, lobbyist for the California 
Tavern Association. Adams has just been 
convicted of grand theft for receiving $8,500 
to get a liquor license for a San Juan Capis­ 


trano bar owner. 
Embarasscd, Meyers first told newsmen it 
is “almost impossible to check all the applica­ 
tions,” and although he had known Adams 
had been indicted (last September) he didn’t 
know he had been convicted. 
I ater however, he admitted that none of 
the list had been investigated. As a result, 
all lobbying credentials were withdrawn by 
the Assemble and the committee was told to 


check them all, “impossible” or not. 


Blit the storv doesn't stop there. A news­ 
man decided to take a look at Adams* 


application to see what he had answered to 


the question concerning any arrests on 
charges other than minor traffic violations. 


The committee, through John Collins who 
is retained to handle the registration and 
expense accounts of lobbyists, clamped the 
lid of secrecy on Adams’ application. Collins, 
who by chance is brother of former Assembly 
speaker Sam Collins indicted with Adams in 
the liquor scandals, said a committee policv 
decreed secrecy of the lobbying records. 1 he 
policy, he went on, was laid down in 1952 
by Sonoma Senator F. Presley Abshire and 
San Mateo Assemblyman Richard Dolwig 
when they were chairmen of their respective 
lobbying committees. I he policy has never 
been revoked and so is in effect, he main­ 


tained. 
Thus bv disinterest, or worse, the Assem­ 
bly has ably defeated the very purpose for 
which it passed its lobbying laws. It has 
failed to effectively investigate applicants 
for credentials, and by secrecy has blocked 
investigations bv others who might bother to 
O 
* 
do so. 
Lobbying is an important, necessary part 
of legislating in these hectic times. Honest, 
law-abiding, 
serious-minded lobbyists 
are 
vital helpers of our legislators. Dishonest, 
money-grabbing ones are a constant threat 
of corruption. 


If any part of the state government should 
be in the full glare of publicity, it should be 
the lobbying committees. For the protection 
of honest lobbyists, for the protection of the 
legislators themselves, for the protection 
of the general 
public, these committees 
should have all of their meetings public to a 
point of holding them on the Capitol steps 
if necessary. I he same should go for the 
records about the lobbyists.

The Administration's plan for federal aid to 
schools has not been greeted with undiluted joy 
and approbation. A sub-committee of the Presi­ 
dent's own commission on inter-governmental re­ 
lations, with Dr. Samuel Brownell, U. S. Commis­ 
sioner of Education, as a prominent member, has 
stated flatly that federal money for school con­ 
struction “is not necessary.” The subcommittee 
report included this comment:

New Justice?

WASHINGTON (¿P) — Nearly 
four months have passed since 
President Eisenhower nominated 
Judge John Marshall Harlan of 
New York to be a Supreme Court 
justice. 
Adding another to the series 
of delays, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee met last Thursday 
without acting on the nomina­ 
tion. Instead, it is set tomorrow 
for a cote on whether to recom­ 
mend Senate confirmation. 
W hat held up Senate action 
so long on the appointment of 
the 55-year-old lawyer — espe­ 
cially when no one questioned his 
integrity or his legal ability0 
The shift in control of Con­ 
gress from Republicans to Dem­ 
ocrats was one reason. The Ju ­ 
diciary Committee had to reor­ 
ganize. 


BI T OF MORE importance 
was a controversy th at sprang 
up reminiscent of the angry Sen­ 
ate battle last year over the pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment 
of Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio> to curb 
treaty powers. 
It dealt with H arlan’s views 
on world government and on 
whether treaties might override 
the United States Constitution 
and state laws. It was raised by 
his membership on the National 
Advisory Council of the Atlantic 
Union Committee. 
Harlan denied he was a “one- 
worlder,” and said he did not 
favor any surrender cf American 
sovereignty. He said he had not 
been 
active 
in 
the 
Atlantic 
Union group, and had not even 
paid dues. 


SUGGESTIONS 
ALSO 
have 
been advanced th at this contro­ 
versy was seized 
on 
by 
some 
Southerners 
on 
the 
Judiciary 
Committee who wanted to avoid 
raising the school segregation is­ 
sue. This the Southern senators 
denied. 
Harlan is the grandson and 
namesake of a Supreme Court 
justice who wrote a vigorous dis­ 
sent in an 1896 decision uphold­ 
ing the doctrine of separate but 
equal facilities for the races. 
T hat doctrine, first applied to 
transportation, 
a l s o 
affected 
schools until last year when the 
Supreme Court unanimously out­ 
lawed racial segregation in the 
public schools. 


IN THE Judiciary Committee’s 
hearings on the nomination, con­ 
cluded a week ago, Sen. Eastland 
(D-Miss) 
asked Harlan if he 
thought 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
should change established inter­ 
pretations of the Constitution in 
accordance with the economic, 
political or sociological views of 
judges on the court. 
W ith a smile, and taking off 
his spectacles, Harlan answered: 
“To lay that question bare, you 
are asking rue how I would have 
voted on the segregation case if 
I had been a 
member 
of 
the 
court?” 
Eastland insisted he was just 
asking a general question and 
dropped the subject. 
The court has been without its 
full membership since the death 
cf 
Justice 
Robert 
H. Jackson 
last October and, while waiting 
for the vacancy to be filled, has 
postponed arguments on how and 
when its ruling in the school seg­ 
regation case is to be put into 
effect. 


HARLAN IIAD been confirmed 
by 
the 
Senate — in February 
1954—for his present job as a 
judge of the 2nd U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New York 
when Eisenhower decided to ele­ 
vate him to the Supreme Court. 
Spokesmen 
for 
the 
American 
Bar Assn. and the New York 
State Ear Assn. hailed the ap­ 
pointment. 
A member of a prominent law 
firm in New York City, Harlan 
had wide experience as a trial 
lawyer before he went on the 
bench. He also had ben coun­ 
sel 
for the New Y’ork 
State 
Crime Commission. 
One of the chief opposition 
witnesses was George Racey Jor­ 
dan, an ex-Air Force major and 
supporter of Sm. McCarthy <R- 
Wis>. He appeared as spokesman 
for the American Coalition, an 
organization with 
the 
avowed 
aim of keeping “America Ameri­ 
can.” He said Harlan might sup­ 
ply the vote necessary “to abol­ 
ish the United States by judicial 
decision.” 


HF REFERED to a case involv­ 
ing the refusal cf a cemetery in 
Sioux City, Iowa, to 
bury 
an 
American Indian killed in the 
Korean War, because of a racial 
restrictive clause in its contract. 
The Iowa Supreme Court up­ 
held the cemetery in a damage 
suit brought by the solder's wid­ 
ow. and the Supreme Court by 
a 4-4 vote let the ruling of the 
state court stand. 
Among the points raised by 
counsel for the widow was the 
contention 
that 
the cemetery 
contract violated the U N. treaty 
provision pledging member na­ 
tions to promote observance cf 
human rights and fundamental 
freedoms without distinction as 
to race.

His position is that he has 
nothing to conceal and nothing 
to fear from a searching in­ 
quiry into stock m arket opera­ 
tions.

level cf stock prices has now 
reached and in some cases topped 
the peak which preceded the 
collapse of 1929 creates an un­ 
derstandable public anxiety. It 
is reasonable for Congress to 
want to find out whether it is 
a valid anxiety, whether events 
are now in the making which 
would likely cause a recurrence 
of the boom-and-bust cycle of

longer a national bogeyman on 
which to blame every ill from a 
leaky faucet to a local bank­ 
ruptcy. It is a better-regulat,ed 
market. The securities acts of 
1933 and 1934 make mandatory 
full disclosure of all securities 
information and the self-polic­ 
ing of the Exchange itself goes 
beyond the regulations of the 
SEC. 


THERE IS ANOTHER reason 
why the Peoria m erchant or the 
Kansas farmer or the California 
factory worker or the Oregon 
housewife is no longer likely to 
view the stock exchange as a 
mysterious foreign government 
with extra-territorial rights on 
the Eastern seaboard. 
Today, almost 69 per cent of 
all public transactions originate 
outside New York City, and more 
than 25 per cent of the rem ain­ 
der is from New York City insti­ 
tutions serving people through­ 
out the country. 
Nearly one-third cf the stock 
shareholders are families earn­ 
ing under $5.000. About 45 per 
cent have incomes between $5,000 
and $10,000 and only one quarter 
are in families earning more 
than $10,000. 


IN DIS TESTIMONY, Funston 
made considerable point of the 
fact that some 7,500.000 indi­ 
viduals hold shares in publicly 
owned corporations. My recollec­ 
tion is that everybody’s cook and 
chauffeur were dabbling in the 
stock m arket in 1929 and the con­ 
trolling difference is th at while 
there was mass speculation in 
’29, there is mass investment to­ 
day. 
As the first witness before the 
Fulbright 
investigation, 
Fun­ 
ston gave it as his opinion that 
the differences between the m ar­ 
ket situation now and 1929 far 
outweigh 
the 
similarities.

based his conclusion, primarily, 
on the fact that while the av­ 
erage level of prices is no more 
than even with 1929, every other 
basic measurement of the na­ 
tion’s economy is three or four 
times greater than 1929.

Gross national product is up 
from $104 billion to $357 billion. 
National income is up from $88 
to $300 billion. Disposable per­ 
sonal income is up from $03 to

the stock market in 1929 was op- 
eraring on a credit of $3,409,090.- 
000 or nearly 10 per cent of the 
total value cf lusted issues, today 
the market is operating on bor- 
rowincs of only $1,900.000.000 or 
1.1 per cent of the total value. 


MOST 
ECONOMISTS 
agree 
that we have it within our reach 
to achieve a $500 b.llion gross 
national product during the next 
10 years. But it will require a 
vast program of capital invest­ 
ment and expansion in the fi­ 
nancing of which the stock m ar­ 
ket plays an important role. 
The Fulbright investigation is 
asking the right questions in the 
right spirit, and it will be time 
well spent if it does no more 
than take another layer of mys­ 
tery off the operation^ of the 
stock market.

Protects Rights Of Wife 


In California when a girl m ar­ 
ries she becomes, at leaM. in part, 
a business partner as well as 
a 
homemaker, 
largely 
due 
to 
our 
community property law. 


We Californians like to think 
of ourselves as among the fore­ 
most in respect for women's rights, 
particularly property rights. 


Under the old English common 
law, the theory was that a man 
and wife were one. fie owned and 
manaered the property. She had 
only limited rights, even as to her 
own personal property. 
But the community property law 
holds that a married woman is a 
separate person. Neither the hus­ 
band nor wife has the upper hand 
as to ownership 
of 
community 
property, 
although 
the 
husband 
docs have superior rights 111 con­ 
trolling it. 
i 
As a rule, community property is 
what a man and wife get after 
marriage as a result of their labor. 
So, neither one can give away such 
property without the other's con­ 
sent. 
Someone 
has to manage

property, so, bv law, the husband 
becomes the manager.

he does not fully own.
